DOCTOR RANCID 
SAYS GUMMETS 
MOSTJERIOUS 

ADDouDcenient ol Discovery 
Follows Years oi Research 



AUDIENCE ASTOUNDED 



Doctor Fears Gummets Have 
Already Made Their 
Inroads on Public 



In an address to the Prc- 
Mcdical society yesterday, Dr. 
Rnncid, eminent authority on 
tuberculosis, its causes and 
therapy, astounded the medical 
world by an announcement that 
he had discovered a new, and 
probably the most serious sotirre 
of tuberculosis. His nnnoiinco- 
mf nt rnme as a bombshell to his 
audience. 

After discu.'ising the well known 
causes, such as malnutrition, poor 
living quarters, and many others. 
Dr. Rancid announced that after 
years of patient search and scienti- 
fic research, he was forced to the 
conclusion that the prime cause of 
tuberculosis was nothing more or 
less than "gummets." 

Gummets, according to Dr; RanV 
cid. increase the rate of a person's 
blood pressure and thus cause a 
state of dizziness to ensue. This 
state of dizziness is followed by a 
wild feeling of exhilaration and ab- 
normal excitation of the nervous 
system. The result of this on the 
biological organism is to cause 
fluctuating changes and waves of 
temperature. As a necessary con- 
sequence, the body tissues are 
broken down. and the normal rate 
of metabolism is increased to such 
an extent that the normal resist- 
ance to foreign bacteria is com- 
pletely ^ost. The receptivity of the 
body caused by this development, 
however, has one peculiarity. It is 
able to resist all bacteria but one, 
and that one is "tuberculosis." 
Impassioned Plea 

Dr. Rancid then concluded with 
an impassioned plea against the 
use of gununets. "Ladies and 
gentlemen" he said, "do we want 
to expose our civilization to the 
ravishes of tuberculosis? Must we 
not protect our progeny from this 
most dastardly of all diseases? I'he 
effect is tuberculosis, the cause — 
gummetsl There are gummets all 
about us. To the right, to the left, 
in front, in back, wherever we 
move — gummets. Believe me, be- 
lieve me, gummets are nothing 
more or less than the product of 
insidious adverlifing which is un- 
dermining our social structure. 
Condfcmji gummets— burn gummets 
— destroy gummets. They are the 
scourge of humanity. They are the 
fruits of a Nazi mind They are like 
vultures preying on the dead. Be- 
ware of^ gummeti — they look fine, 
they feel fine, but they are more 
dangerous thao the most ferocious 
Uon."

There have recently been 
handed down two very interest- 
ing derision.s hy the Court of 
King's Bench. They deal with 
points of law which may at first 
appear a little out of the way, 
but upon consideration their sig- 
nificanfc dcvriops. The c,i.«es 
ina\- \tc briefly referred to as 
Tlif! Pickle Case' and 'The 
Camel Ca.se.' 
Cameli Queer Drinkers 

It is appropriate that 'The Camel 
Case,' the more substantial of the 
two, is a decision of the English 
Court. This case concerns a Mr. R. 
McQuakcr. who while visiting the 
Cheasinlon Zoological Gardens with 
his fiance Miss Thelma Evans, was 
severely bitten by a camel belong- 
ing to a Mr. R. Goddard. He was, 
he maintained, in no way antagon- 
ising the animal, merely feeding it 
apples, when without warning it 
turned on him, and bit him on the 
hand. He now sues Mr. Goddard 
for the damage caused to him by 
one Arabian camel known as Maud. 
In addition to this he sues for the 
alienation of the affections of Miss 
Evans whose manner became ex- 
ceedingly cold towards him as a re- 
sult of the undue publicity derived 
from the incident which involved 
banging by th« hand from the 
mouth of a camel for some 17 sec- 
onds. 

ARE CAMELS WILDT 

Their lordships in rendering their 
decision, pointed out it was neces- 
iary for the plaintiff, Mr. Mc- 
Quaker. to prove that the camel 
was not a wild animal. They point- 
ed out that for some time the camel 
had been regarded in English law 
as a wild animal. Mr. McQuaker's 
counsel asked the court as man to 
man. if it ever thought of a camel 
as a wild animal, and a man, who 
later gave his name as Herbert 
Tonks. stood up and said he really 
didn't think camels were wild al- 
though they did have 'queer drink- 
in' abits'. 

The Counsel for the defendant, 
Mr. Goddard, objected to this un- 
authorized testimony. He in addi- 
tion said that it was a popular 
misconception to re-gard the camel 
as a domestic animal. He also ap- 
pealetl to the court as man to man 
and asked it anyone present had 
ever seen a camel about a barn- 
yard, or a house or anywhere else 
where it is customary to see a do- 
mesticated animal. .\ Mr. Clark 
who obviously did not understand 
the case stood up and announced 
that his father always kept camels 
around the house, because no one 
else in the family liked them and 
he could always be sure of a lift 
when he wanted one. 

Meeting Adjourned. 

At this thne the coiu't anounc- 
ed that in their opinion the camel 
was possessed of admirable quali- 
ties which the court did not share, 
and that it would be advisable to 
adjourn the hearing until after tea,

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Women in Law 

Last year the Editorial page of this 
. world-shaking edition of the McGill Daily 
concerned itself with the more or less de- 
l pressing environment in which the ft tidy of 
? law was rarricd on nt McGill. Surrotmdwi 
by fungoid growths, and the green mould 
" of antiquitVj the law students stagger be- 
neath the excessive burden of their pro- 
verbially calf-bound volumes, whilf the 
dust rises in little clouds ahout thrir feet 
-, and dismal profundity of ponderous juri- 
i-' dical achievement depresses them on every 
. hand. 

This is a tough situation. There are 
" few alienations of the arid three year 
journey through the lecal debris which 
have not been tried and found wanting. 
The price of admission to the Bar goes far 
beyond monetary considerations. But it 
does appear to uf that the current contro- 
versy which has occupied the Quebec Bar 
'Association may present to the law students 
a means of making their sojourn in the 
famous East Wing somewhat more bear- 
able. The Bar has asked "Should women 
be admitted to the practice of Law?" We 
answer, "By all means!" 

There are few among us who will deny 
that nothing so stimulates the mind as the 
presence close al hand of one of two mor- 
aels of desirable and responsive femininity. 
Ai once the voice of the cynic is raised to 
point out the fact that any morsels of 
femininity likely to be found in a Faculty 
of Law would in all probability be so abun- 
dantly endo^^f■d with intellectual attributes 
as to render tlieir feminine qualities more a 
matter of biological classification than a 
situation to be taken advantage of. 

Such rritiri^m can be met with only one 
reply. To anyone having the slightest ac- 
quaintance with the legal brethren of the 
said East Wing it must be immediately 
apparent that even a month spent in the 
contemplation of Civil Law produces such 
disastrous atrophy in what was onre a fine 
. discrimination as to the relative desirabil- 
t^jty of a given accumulation of females that 
the mere presence of any species wbifh 
cannot be called male drives the law stu- 
dent to the most dazsling exhibitions of 
inental acrobatics. 

Nepdlese to say, problems of a grave 
.natuTje would present themeelvee. There 
are those in the Faculty of Law whose ex- 
trenje susceptibility to young Canadian 
womanhood might, in (lie cir('iiin.>^lHncf'S 
here envisaged, produce more or less unde- 
sirable pfftcts caiculnlcd to engender alnrin 
and confusion rather than a heighloned at- 
mosphere of intellectual activity. But this 
.felktive minority could eonceivably be 
: faeojigl^t jmder control by, mutable medjical 



treatment, and their energies directed along 
more rnnstnirtive, albeit less robust lines. 

Therefore let us fen-ently hope that be- 
fore vcrj* long the barriers will be down and 
otir Sisters of the Gummet will soon share 
with us thç unforgettable emotional ex- 
perience of a legal education. 

The Element of Fear 

Well do we rcmcm|^^0^|lirst year lec- 
tures on Criminolog>' in criminal substan- 
tive law by our worthy dean. Day in, day 
out, we were impressed with the evils of 
our present prison system and the attempts 
being made along lines of reform. In the 
l.ist analysis, the main fault lay in the 
element of fear and distnist which pre- 
dominated. .\n experiment was favorably 
tried by warden T.nwe? of Sing Sing in an 
cndc-^vor to replace this set-np hy one of 
confidence and tnisl. Wc not only had 
legnl lectures, hut also lecjures from a psy- 
chiatrist, a .'^oeiologi.'st and a warden of one 
of our i)eniteniiaries. One and all they 
came to the same conclusion. 

Tliii.s let us practise wlmi we pre.icli; let 
us replace the element of fear and distrust 
which dominates the Law Factilty, by one 
of confidence and trust. In no other faculty, 
anywhere, do students live in such mortal 
fear of exams; in no other faculty are sup- 
plemental examinations .in impossibility. 
Surely this set-up is not one conducive to 
the best type of university grn^iuate. There- 
fore the question which so many of us 
would like to have answered, "Why should 
the Law Faculty be an exception to the 
general university system?''

PRINCETON, YALE EMULATE 
HARVARD; ALLOW LIQUOR IN 
ROOMS, CUTS GALORE 

Thanks to almost simultaneous 
rulings last week by the powers 
that be in Nassau and New Haven, 
Princetons men and Yale men can 
now go to the dogs perfectly legal- 
ly. For the bottle which ha.s long 
nestled illicity in the darkest cor- 
ner of every good Princetonian's 
closet can be brought out onto his 
mantelpiece in safety, and the Elis 
can sleep peacefully through all 
their classes. 

Princeton's 195-year old ban on 
liquor in dormitory rooms was lifted 
at a meeting Friday of the Board 
of Trustees and a new rule, describ- 
ed as "a recognition of an existing 
situation rather than a radical 
change" takes its place. 

The new rule reads: "Intoxication 
or disorder and bad manners ari.s 
ing from the use of liquor are par 
ticularly serious offenses and will 
subject the student involved to the 
penalty of suspension or dismissal 
from the university." 

Under the old rule the Princeton 
lads not only couldn't get squiffed 
but couldn't even keep a bottle of 
sherry in their rooms without being 
theoretically liable for punishment 
There has been a minimum of effort 
to enforce the ruling, however, and 
the new law is designed to allow a 
wider and more suitable enforce- 
ment. 

"The new law is covered In a gen 
cral way by the famous first pro- 
vision in the catalogue of rules and 
regulations, providing that all stu- 
dents "are expected to conduct 
themselves in a manner becoming 
.•scholars and gentlemen." 

Yale still has a rule {similar to the 
one just abolished at Princeton, but 
the Yale authorities are also lenient 
in their interpretation. Beer has 
even been served in the common 
rooms of Yale Colleges at various 
times. 

The trend of the new Princeton 
law is the reverse of the action 
taken by Dartmouth authorities last 
year when, for the first time since 
Eleazor Wheelock bought a dozen 
acres and a ski jump from the local 
Indian tribe in excliange for some 
SCO gallons of New England rum, 
Dartmouth men were threatened 
with the dire punishment of dis- 
missal for getting liquored up. 

In addition to abolishing llie cut 
limit of IS, tlie Yale College Facul- 
ty, in a secoitd signal innovation, 
raised the requirements for Dean's 
List from 3 B's and 2 C's to a 
straight B average .or belter. 

The innovations, which will go 
into effect with the opening o/ 
school next fall, are a part of the 
general revision of the rules of 
Yale College. Greater liberality and 
iiexibility is the purpose behind the 
change in which the committee 
sought "to clarify old confusions 
and to Improve v/hilc clarifying." 

Attendance will still be taken in 
ail Yale dm-.-cit and absences will 
be reported to the Dean's office, 
but the authorllics will intervene 
only in excessive cases. No cuts 
will be allowed for students noi on

This Competition is the 
oldest Annual lndoo( Athlelic Event at McGill and has seen many a 
great gymnast come and go. Literally hundreds of men have taken 
part in the competitions since they were first inaugurated and many 
Illustrious names grace the records of those holding the Wickstccd 
Medals. 

As in the past there will be three separate classifications as follows; 
(1) Freshman. (2) Sophomores and Juniors. (3) Seniors and Grads. This 
year ■however, the Meet will also be conducted on an Inler-Company 
basis with a Team representing each Company and points being awarded 
for participation as well as for placing. 

Dr. R. J. Wickstccd, a Mining Engineer of great repute, and head of 
this department at McGill in the years gone by, originated this Meet 
and made possible the presentation of awards to the winners ad Infini- 
tum. In 1021 Dr. F. W. Harvey, former Medical Officer at McGill, and 
a great supporter of Athletics at McGill since that time, added an annual 
trophy for the best .all-round Freshman gymnast. The granting of 2nd 
and 3rd Grade "Ms" was added a few years later and today the Gym- 
nastic Meet has become more of a tradition than perhaps any other 
sport carried on in the College. 

The Events which are Included in the Wickslced proper, are the 
Side Horse, Parallel Bars, Horizontal Bar, and Mali. This year, however, 
the Vaulting Box and Flying Rings are also to be included as individual 
events. The winner of each all-round class will receive a Second Grade 
"M". In addition to this the Winner of Class (1) wiU receive the Dr. 
F. W. Harvey Trophy, the Winner of Class (2) a Bronze Medal and the 
Winner of Class (3) a Silver Medal. The Individual Champs on each 
piece of Apparatus will receive the Third Grade "M".

STUDENTS SLEEP ENOUGH 
POLL SHOWS 



Parents who worry about their 
college sons and daughters not get 
ling enough sleep wiU find com- 
fort in the figures compiled in this 
study of Student Opinion Surveys 
of America.. Collegians who say 
they sleep less than seven hours 
each night constitute only one fifth 
of the national student body. The 
other four-fifths got at least seven 
hours, and of the total seven per 
cent, say they spend nine or more 
hours under the covers. 

Turning from the field of altitude 
measurements, the Surveys, through 
its national polling machinery, has 
asked a sampling of aU types of 
student.s, "How many hours a night 
do you usually sleep?" 

It was found th.'it women, by their 
own admission, sleep more than do 
men. Lowcr-classmcn (freshmen 
and sophomores) spend more time 
in bed than do upperclassmen 
(Juniors, seniors, and graduates). 

Note in the following break-down 
how the percentages tend to in- 
crease among the longer sleeping 
periods for women, while they tend 
to decrease in the column for men:
